And, since Salem is situated clo*e to the 
heaviest industrial areas, local m anufactur­ 
ing facilities are ideal for a greater concen­ 
tration on the larger pumps. Company Presi­ 
dent Walter Deming views the situation as a 
real opportunity to expand its industrial line. 
We wish company officials well in their 
Arkansas venture and share their anticipa­ 
tion for production gains here. We feel cer­ 
tain that Demings. 
which is

County’s No. I industry on the basis of pay­ 
roll hours worked, will enjoy brighter busi­ 
ness in the years to come so long as they 
are able to produce their products compete e- 
lv.

Plaint of the Puzzled Taxpayer 


** Business Week magazine reports that fed­ 
eral government tax collections in March and 
April will smash all previous records and put 
the government on a black-ink cash basis for 
the first time in 18 months. 
The reason is that the collections in these 
two months reflect the economic comeback of 
1959 from the recession of 1957 58. The swing 
from a 4-billiondollar deficit last quarter to 
a 34-billion-dollar cash balance this quarter 
is one of the widf*t in budget history for such 
a short span of time 
The effect will be that the current fiscal 
year will end on June 30 with a virtually bal­ 
anced cash budget, including Social Security 
operations. The adm inistrative budget surplus 
of 200 million dollars predicted by President 
Eisenhower last January is expected to be 
nearer one billion dollars by June 30, accord­ 
ing to Business Week. 
C., Al! the rejoicing over this return to black 
ink bookkeeping will be understood by those 
knowledgeable people who dig high finance, 


but it will be only a source of bewilderment 
to most of us plodding householders. 
Some will wonder how the government could 
have gotten out of debt so quickly. They will 
have to he told gently that the figures the 
magazine is quoting have nothing to do with 
the national debt, which—at something just 
short of 300 billion dollars — still stands with 
its head in the clouds. 
Others will think back and recall no notice­ 
able reduction in their tax pinch during the 
recession of 1957-58. They will thus wonder 
why, when they were struggling as usual to 
keep ahead of the government slice from their 
paychecks, the Treasury should have had any 
trouble keeping a black balance sheet 
It won’t do much good to explain to them 
that the government has a big headache be­ 
cause it has lo w a'I 
leasf a year before it 
gets is income All they know is that, year in 
and year out, their shekels keep pouring into 
Washington — and usually the whole picture 
looks pretty black. 


Wisconsin Goes on Record 


In a few months everything about the Wis- 
■jonsin prim ary will have been forgotten, 
except this: 
Sen. Humphrey missed a golden opportunity 
to spring to the fore among the Democratic 
presidential contenders by knocking out his 
friend. Sen. Kennedy. 


At the sam e time Sen 
Kennedy missed 
a golden opportunity to run Sen. Humphrey 
into the ground, but that is not important. 
Sen 
Kennedy is the front runner in the 
iflatch race he and his friend from Minne­ 
sota are staging for the edification of the 
delegates to next sum m er’s Democratic con­ 
vention. It was not im portant if he won 
in Wisconsin by a whisker, by a length, or 
go ng away. It would have been important 
only if he had lost to Humphrey, as far as 
the Democratic delegates are concerned The 
delegates want to back a winner at San F ran­ 
cisco, and Kennedy is still ahead 


ASIDE FROM VOTES, there was an import­ 
ant development to be watched in the Wis­ 
consin contest. Everybody was interested in 
tfie way voters and candidates would handle 
Kennedy’s Catholicism.

Unless they do 
bring their supporters to the polls 
next November — indeed, unless 
all citizens who profess to be Re­ 
publicans do vote — then Wiscon­ 
sin’s total of more 
than 
850,000 
D emocratic votes as compared to 
the Nixon vote of less than half 
that number will prove to have 
been truly significant. 
Only 3ts years ago, in the 1956 
election, President Eisenhower got 
954,844 votes and the Democrats 
polled 586.768 votes in Wisconsin.

w hether the Democrats have run 
up a big vote as prim aries go but 
whether the Republican apathy is 
based on lack of interest in a one­ 
sided race in their own party or 
something far more fundamental.

The religious issue has gotten a 
good deal of public 
attention 
in 
connection with the Wisconsin pri­ 
m ary but this is a local m atter It 
m ay affect those states which have 
large numbers of citizens wha are 
influenced by the controversy over 


the alleged impact of a man * re­ 
ligion on his public acts but by and 
large the issue is not enough of a 
factor to cau-e one side 
or

Smith, a Catholic, was defeated it 
is doubtful if any other Democrat

often classed as “ independent* ” 
An “ independent” isn't necessarily 
of a particular ideology. He mere­ 
ly reserves the right to switch from 
one party to the other as he judges 
its performance and its promises. 
The Republicans don't have to 
examine the results of the voting in 
Wisconsin to realize that 
for the 
last few years they have been up 
against an a p a t h e t i c attitude 
among their conservative followers 
and that they had better try to per­ 
suade more Republican and Demo­ 
cratic conservatives to go to the 
po1 Is. 
This is wiser strategy than suc­

that Sen. Kennedy will be regarded 
as the front-runner from now on. 
This means that the other candi­ 
dates will tend to combine against 
him. 


THERE ARE other prim ary con­ 
tests. to be sure. but Sen. Kennedy 
will gain ground in all of them, as 
he has the organization and the fi­ 
nances back of him to win the ne­ 
cessary delegate strength 
At this moment it is 
doubtful 
whether a “Stop Kennedy” move. 
ment will succeed. If it dees. it 
will insure the election of the Re­ 
publican presidential nominee next 
fall for. whe'her right or wro g, 
many Kennedy supporters will he 
convinced that, if he is turned down 
by the Democratic National Con­ 
vention, it will be because of his 
religion. 
So the chance* are that in the 
end Kennedy will wind up at the 
top of his ticket. It didn't need the 
Wisconsin primary to emphasize 
that prospect.

: tests of the last 15 years has now 
fallen to the ground, it was re 
ported today.

ever radioactive hazard may ex­ 
ist for man from tests already 
held, the die is now essentially 
cast, the report was prepared for 
the 137th national meeting of the 
American Chemical Society. 
The figures, disclosed as devel­ 
oped principally from Department 
of Defense studies of the strato­ 
sphere, are in sharp variance with 
recent estimates of some scien- 
j tists. 
The later estimates have fig­ 
ured that as much as one third of 
all the radioactive debris from 
bomb tests conducted by the nu­ 
clear powers still remains in the 
stratosphere and that the maxi 
mum level on the earth would not 
be achieved un'il two to four years 
trom now. 
Disclosure of the new figures 
was made by Dr. 
J. Laurence 
Kulp of Columbiana University at 
a news conference. 
Kulp told reporters that the new 
figures result from a Department 
of Defense study—kept secret for 


more than two years—which ulti 
mately 
disclosed 
evidence 
that 
“ there appear to be holes in the 
tropopause” through which radio 
active debris can fall more quick­ 
ly to the earth than previously 
estimated. 


The tropopause is the layer of 
the atmosphere that lies below 
the stratosphere.
